DISGRACED foot¬ 
ball referee Gary 
Lewis has resign¬ 
ed from his post 
as head of a local 
society 

The former Football 
League referee, and a 
teacher at Comberton 
Village College, has 
resigned as chairman 
of the Cambridge and 
District Referees’ Soc¬ 
iety after it emerged 
he was facing charges 
of showing porn to a 
14-year-old schoolboy 

Lewis, 33, of Lester 
Drive, Haddenham, ad¬ 
mitted the charges be¬ 
fore magistrates in Ely 
last week and now faces 
jail. 

He has also resigned 
from his post as head of 
vocational studies at the 
college. 

Magistrates heard that 
Lewis started sexual 
chats with the boy on the 
internet before emailing 
him two “extremely 
graphic” images. He 
admitted two charges of 
causing a child to look at 
sexual images for his 
own sexual gratification. 

Lewis moved to Com¬ 
berton at Easter after 
working at Swavesey 
Village College as head 
of maths. 

He became a Football 
League referee in 2004, 
allowing him to officiate 
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in Championship, 
League One and League 
Two games. 

The court heard that 
Lewis knew the boy’s 
age and had breached 
the trust placed in him 
as a teacher in five 
weeks of “inappro¬ 
priate” sexually explicit 
online chats. 

Angela Sassoli, prose¬ 
cuting, told magistrates: 
“He obtained the email 
address of the 14-year- 
old boy and began to 
chat with him on MSN. 

“The chats were not 
appropriate. They were 
sexually graphic and 
contained very sensitive, 
intimate information by 
way of questioning and 
discussion between 
Lewis and the 14-year-old 
boy, prompted by Lewis.” 

The online chats took 
place in May and June, 
the court heard. Ms Sas¬ 
soli said the first image, 
called You’ve Got to 
Laugh, was sent on May 
22. The second was sent 
on May 30. Ms Sassoli 
said it was a link to a 
website that showed an 
“extremely sexually 
graphic” moving image. 

Lewis was arrested at 
the beginning of July 
and his computers were 
examined. 

Ms Sassoli said that in 
a police interview Lewis 
told officers he sent the 


images “for a laugh, not 
for any sexual grati¬ 
fication”. 

But in a second inter¬ 
view, he admitted he 
gained sexual gratific¬ 
ation from the answers 
the boy gave him in the 
chats and from sending 
the images, the court 
heard. 

Ms Sassoli said: 
“Lewis denied he had 
intended to go even 
further, vis-a-vis groom¬ 
ing him towards a sexual 
relationship, and accept¬ 
ed he had been stupid.” 

She added that Lewis 
knew the boy was 
vulnerable. 

Adam Haselhurst, 
mitigating, said: “He is 
well aware that what he 
did was wrong. He is 
going to pay a significant 
punishment, not just 
from the court. He will 
never be able to teach 
again.” 

Lewis will be sen¬ 
tenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court on a date to 
be fixed. 

Neil Jordison will take 
on the role of chairman 
of the Cambridge and 
District Referees’ Society 
and Matt Leach will step 
up to become vice-chair¬ 
man. 

The Football Assoc¬ 
iation has said Lewis is 
suspended from officiat¬ 
ing at matches involving 
players aged under 16, 
pending an inquiry, but 
could continue refer¬ 
eeing adult games.

Fears residents will be 
hit by new parking rules 


NEW car parking rules 
aimed at helping city 
shoppers have been voted 
through - but one coun¬ 
cillor fears there could be 
trouble ahead for resi¬ 
dents and shopworkers. 

Ely city centre will have less 
long-stay parking, more short- 
stay parking and morning 
restrictions to encourage 
commuters to use the new 205- 
space car park on Angel Drove 
and free up space for shoppers. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environment and 
transport committee approved 
the plans, which will come into 
force on December 10, and 
agreed to increase penalty 
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tickets to £40 - or £30 if paid 
within 14 days. 

But Coun Ian Allen, a 
committee member and deputy 
leader of the Lib Dem group, 
wanted the Cresswells car park 
to be kept on, not closed, to help 
people affected by the new time 
limits. 

He said: “It would have been 
very good for shopworkers and 
people who live in Ely who 
don’t have off-street parking. 
County councillor Nigel Bell 
has had 55 letters from 
residents who will be displaced 
or have to pay. 

“We have got various traders 


who have expressed concern 
that their workers will have to 
leave work to move their car in 
the mornings. So I think there 
are real problems for the people 
of Ely.” 

Coun Allen also believes the 
meeting showed how Conserva¬ 
tive dominance of committees 
since their election win in May 
is stifling debate. 

He said: “We have had two 
meetings where there has been 
no debate - the Conservatives 
are just voting as a block on 
what they have decided the 
night before. I think that is a 
really bad thing because it is 
incredibly secretive.” 

Coun John Seaman, chair¬ 
man of the environment and 


transport committee, said: “The 
new car parking regime in East 
Cambridgeshire is our attempt 
to strike a balance between the 
growing demand for parking 
within Ely and the limited 
supply of spaces we have. 

“It has not been an easy task 
and unfortunately we cannot 
satisfy everyone, but doing 
nothing was no longer a 
credible option. The volume of 
shoppers, workers and visitors 
parking in Ely meant some¬ 
thing had to be done.” 

Coun Brian Ashton, leader of 
the council, said Cresswells car 
park was underused and that 
savings from its closure allowed 
the council to boost capacity 
elsewhere.

Councillor raising ‘unnecessary concerns’ 


Assurance given on 
hospital's future 


HEALTH bosses have 
denied a councillor’s 
claim that they are 
running down services 
at a community hos¬ 
pital with a view to 
closing it. 

Coun Geoff Heathcock, 
shadow cabinet member for 
health at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, says the 
quality of care at the Prin¬ 
cess of Wales Hospital in Ely 
has suffered since its two 
wards were merged in June 
and wants a guarantee that 
it will not be closed after 
Cambridgeshire Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) reviews 
the future of the county’s 
four community hospitals. 

Chris Banks, the trust’s 
chief executive, said Coun 
Heathcock was raising “un¬ 
necessary concerns” over 
care for the elderly and 
stressed it is “highly un¬ 
likely” that the hospital will 
close. 
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A review of Brookfields 
Hospital in Cambridge is at 
the pre-consultation stage, 
with ward closures a possi¬ 
bility after the PCT finished 
last year £52 million in the 
red. 

Coun Heathcock said: 
“I’m very worried that the 
health trust is running 
down services with a view 
to closing the hospital. 

“Why can’t the PCT give a 
copper-bottomed guarantee 
that the Princess of Wales 
is safe? At the end of the 
day, they must have a 
reasonable idea in terms of 
what they are thinking 
about the future of all four. 
You can’t look at one in 
isolation.” 

Mr Banks said: “I am 
concerned that Coun Heath- 
cock is raising unnecessary 
concerns with vulnerable 


patients by suggesting that 
the Primary Care Trust is 
running down services at 
the Princess of Wales with 
a view to closing the 
hospital. 

“We have publicly said 
that we believe that com¬ 
munity bed-based facilities 
should be provided in places 
which are a significant 
distance from existing acute 
hospitals. This remains the 
case. Whilst one can never 
give cast-iron guarantees, as 
I have also said publicly, it is 
highly unlikely that there 
will be closures. It makes far 
more sense to make the best 
use of what we have got.” 

Coun Heathcock also be¬ 
lieves the ward merger has 
over-stretched staff and left 
patients suffering. He said: 
“This is not the middle of 
winter and this makes it all 
the more serious. What 
happens in December and 
January with winter flu or 
the respiratory problems 


that come along with 
elderly people?” 

Matthew Winn, chief 
operating officer at the 
PCT, said: “We always aim 
to provide a high quality of 
care in all our services, 
including inpatient serv¬ 
ices at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, Ely. 

“We temporarily reorgan¬ 
ised the Wicken and Welney 
wards over the summer 
period because only half of 
the beds on both of the 
wards had been occupied 
for some months. 

“Over the last few weeks, 
there has been an un¬ 
usually high proportion of 
high-dependency patients 
on the ward. Staff and 
management have been 
working hard to maintain 
the quality of care to meet 
patient needs during this 
time by increasing staffing 
levels and ensuring the 
ward environment is being 
used effectively.” 


No room for dying husband 


A WIDOW is determined to 
fight for more beds at Ely’s 
community hospital after 
struggling to bring her dying 
husband closer to home. 

June Tester wanted her 90- 
year-old husband, John, to 
spend his final days at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital, 
as daily trips to visit him at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge proved too much. 

But Mrs Tester, 84, who 
lives in Bell Holt, Ely, says 
she was told that the hospital 
could not accommodate her 
husband. 

She says it was another 
two-and-a-half weeks before 
she managed to secure fund¬ 
ing from Cambridgeshire 
Primary Care Trust (PCT) 
for 24-hour home care for Mr 
Tester, meaning they were 
able to spend his final week 
together as he battled a chest 
infection. 

The PCT has said that the 
future of the Princess of 
Wales Hospital will be rev¬ 
iewed as it looks at all four of 
the county’s community 
hospitals, including Brook- 
fields Hospital in Cambridge. 

That worries Mrs Tester, 
who intends to speak to Jim 
Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, to urge that 
vital resources for the elderly 
must be preserved and 
improved. 

She said: “I wish to God 
someone would do some¬ 
thing about the situation of 
the elderly 



“I really want to try to 
keep that place open in the 
future. Other people need it, 
and I will need it in years to 
come.” 

Mrs Tester, who ran a 
garage and cafe on the A10 
at Stretham with Mr Tester 
before they retired, was

delighted by the standard of 
care her husband received 
during a previous stay at the 
Princess of Wales after he 
suffered a stroke in 2003. 

Of last month’s exper¬ 
ience, she said: “I was very 
surprised when they said no, 
they wouldn’t take him. 

“He liked it there when he 
was there before and he was 
well looked after. I was there 
every day with him.” 

Matthew Winn, chief oper¬ 
ating officer for Cambridge¬ 


shire PCT, said: “I would like 
to extend my sympathy to 
the family for their loss. 

“We have naturally been 
working closely with the 
family over recent weeks. 

“We would be very happy 
to meet with them to review 
together our records of the 
service we provided and to 
discuss any areas where the 
family feels that we have 
misunderstood their wishes 
so that we can improve our 
services for the future.” 


JobCentre will stay 
closed for six months 


A JOBCENTRE hit by an 
arson attack will stay closed 
for the next six months. 

Ely’s JobCentre has been 
shut since Monday, July 30, 
and now the Department of 
Work and Pensions (DWP) 
says the damage is so severe 
that it will not reopen until 
Spring, 2008. 

The attack devastated the 
front of the Market Street 
building and left the interior 
smoke damaged. A temporary 
JobCentre has been set up at 
the offices of Sanctuary 
Hereward housing associ¬ 
ation in St Mary’s Street. 

Though normal appoint¬ 
ments to sign on are held in 
Ely, meetings for new 
jobseekers and follow-up 
interviews for longstanding 
claimants are being held in 
Cambridge, leaving the 
taxpayer with a bill for extra 
travel expenses. 

A DWP spokeswoman said: 
“We are aiming to reopen in 
Spring, 2008. We are trying to 
progress to deliver a full 
service as quickly as 
possible.” 


Asked why it will take so 
long to reopen the JobCentre, 
the spokeswoman said: “It is 
to do with the fact that the 
building has been so 
substantially damaged.” 

She added that the DWP has 
no estimate on the cost of the 
damage to the building, 
which is owned by Land 
Securities Trillium. 

The arson attack saw the 
JobCentre broken into and a 
fire kindled in rubbish laid 
against the front door. 

Sanctuary Hereward has 
provided rented office space 
for the temporary JobCentre. 

Phil Lenney, offices ser¬ 
vices manager for Sanctuary 
Hereward, said the organi¬ 
sation was more than willing 
to help. He said: “We closed 
our cash office earlier this 
year and it was standing 
empty so we were able to offer 
the spare room and acc¬ 
ommodate three people. 

“We are finding that it is 
actually quite convenient for 
people who happen to be 
visiting both offices at the 
same time.”

Hawking meeting 
helps young Liam 

A MEETING with a legendary intellect 
has proved a turning point for 
inspirational fundraiser Liam Fair- 
hurst in his battle with cancer.

Father and daughter have written a 
children’s book together, called George’s 
Secret Key to the Universe, which Liam 
is eager to read. 

Professor Hawking has kept in touch 
since. Mr Fairhurst said: “He is really 
pleased by Liam’s progress. We cannot 
thank him enough.”

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Yob gets an ASBO 
just like big sister

A TEENAGE yob follow¬ 
ed in the footsteps of his 
sister when he was hand¬ 
ed an ASBO. 

Lee Statham, 16, is now ban¬ 
ned from the City of Ely Com¬ 
munity College and from using 
threatening or abusive behav¬ 
iour in Ely - just like his sister, 
Susan. 

Statham, of New Barns Aven¬ 
ue, Ely, has been involved in 
violence at the college and he 
assaulted a Big Issue seller 
outside Tesco, magistrates in 
the city heard. 

Susan Statham, 20, was given 
her anti-social behaviour order 
(ASBO) in April after magis¬ 
trates heard of her long history 
of misbehaviour, including 
hurling abuse at Ian Gartshore, 
principal of the City of Ely 
Community College. 

Her brother Lee earned a 
stern warning from magis¬ 
trates. 

Susan Thompson, chairman 
of the bench, said: “Are you 
prepared to do everything that 
you are being instructed to do, 
so people living in Ely are not 
going to feel so threatened by 
you? It cannot go on. 

“Any breach of this order is a

serious offence and could end 
up with you being imprisoned.” 

The terms of Statham’s two- 
year ASBO forbid him from 
visiting the City of Ely 
Community College and from 
engaging in any behaviour 
which causes nuisance, har¬ 
assment or alarm to others, or 
is threatening, abusive or in¬ 
sulting to others, in Ely. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, told 
magistrates that Statham has 
no reason to go to the college 
and will stay away in future. 

Mr Shelley said: “He knows 
he must be on his best behav¬ 


iour when he is in Ely.” 

Brian Tully, anti-social 
behaviour co-ordinator for the 
East Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership, said: 
“The court has granted this 
ASBO to provide protection to 
people who have every right to 
enjoy being in the city of Ely 
without the risk of encounter¬ 
ing, or being the victims of, 
anti-social behaviour.

The district council members and officers 
work incredibly hard to serve the public of 
East Cambridgeshire. For example, far 
from not making a decision on car 
parking, we have given the public the 
chance to have their say on proposals we 
have made. 

We share the concerns and frustrations of 
the residents of East Cambridgeshire 
regarding the developments at Roswell 
Pits. We have consulted, and used, every 
appropriate tool under planning law 


regarding the work committed at this site. 
As a planning authority we cannot work 
outside of the law. 

I cannot comment on the health and 
safety issues at Ely cemetery, as it is a 
matter for the City of Ely Council, not the 
district council. 

I would like to add that the council is 
working to make a difference to 
everyone’s lives. During 2006/7, £123,000 
was given to 10 community projects from 
not-for-profit organisations and parish 
councils, including a refurbished play area 
in Fordham and new CCTV cameras in 
Littleport. Only last month we approved 
further funding towards a satellite 
counselling service in Soham. 

We also care for the parks and open 


spaces throughout the district which 
people treasure and rate highly in surveys. 
The Audit Commission, in its most recent 
assessment of East Cambridgeshire, said 
the council “provides a good level of 
services to local people”. 

This is a new administration, we were 
elected by a clear majority in May this 
year so we should be judged on our time 
in office not a matter of months.

Councillors pass vote of 
no confidence in police

COUNCILLORS dismayed by 
underage drinking and anti¬ 
social behaviour have passed a 
vote of no confidence in police. 

Members of Littleport Parish 
Council carried the motion to register 
their concern over what they see as 
inadequate levels of police cover for 
the village. 

The motion was proposed by Coun 
Fred Brown, who was tried on a charge 
of assault in March after giving a “clip 
round the ear” to a troublesome 
teenager in his Littleport launderette. 
Coun Brown, who is the chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District Council, 
was found not guilty by magistrates 
after they heard the police did not 
respond to his calls. 

Littleport, which has an estimated 
population of 9,000, is covered by one 
Pc and three Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs), as well as 
teams based at Ely police station who 
respond to 999 calls. 

The council also voted to spend 
£1,900 on a self-propelling vacuum to 
clean up glass and litter left by 
drinkers at the village’s cemetery. 

Coun Malcolm Pyrah, who seconded 
the motion of no confidence, said: “We 
are all concerned at the amount of 
small-time, petty destruction that is 
going on. 

“It is not being covered sufficiently. 
If it was stamped on from day one, 
then with a bit of luck the message 
would get home to children. 

“PCSOs, as good as they may be, do 
not have the powers of arrest and 
children know that. If our police 
officer is off duty they have to bring in 
constables from far and wide.” 

Coun Pyrah added that problems 
with broken glass left in the cemetery 
had forced the council to buy a Billy 
Goat Super Vac costing £1,620, 
excluding VAT. 

He said: “We have had to spend 
taxpayers’ money as cemetery staff 
were spending two mornings a week 
collecting glass.” 

The motion of no confidence was 
carried with nine votes for, three 
abstentions and one against. 

The meeting heard that problems 
are worst in the area around the St 
George’s Medical Centre and the 
Parsons Lane playing fields. 

It was also agreed that the council 
should look into banning public 
drinking in the park and closing its 
play area after dusk. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 


WITCHFORD Village College was 
forced to close as water supplies slow¬ 
ed to a trickle in the village on Friday. 

The school was closed after the 
whole village suffered problems with 
low water pressure. 

A spokeswoman for Anglian Water 
said the situation stemmed from a 
leaking valve in Manor Court. 

She added that the company re¬ 
ceived the first reports of low water 
pressure at 1.45am, but engineers 
were unable to find the source of the 
problem. 

The spokeswoman said: “At 7.05am 
we had a report of water collecting in 
the Manor Court area. Engineers 
found a leaking valve. 

“Some people just have a trickle of 
water.”

police said the force had received no 
formal complaint from the parish 
council and that the village is policed 
by more than four officers. He said: 
“For each area, there are a lot of 
reactive officers, including patrol cars, 
dog units and scenes of crime officers.” 


The spokesman said that in the past 
six weeks police in Littleport have 
made seven arrests and handed out 
three £80 penalty notices for disorder. 

He added that investigations into 19 
crimes are ongoing, as is the 
Operation Sodium crackdown on late- 
night crime, and that 14 convictions 
for drug-dealing in Littleport have 
been obtained in 2007.

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Work starts to 
reduce fats and 
ease flooding 


FAT poured down plug¬ 
holes is causing prob¬ 
lems in a sewer that 
flooded homes last year. 

Anglian Water has started 
work on the sewerage system 
in St John’s Road, Ely, to 
reduce a build up of fats, oil 
and grease. 

The company will build a 
new overflow pipe between 
sewers in St John’s Road and 
West End to accommodate 
increased water flow caused 
by heavy rain. 

In July 2006, St John’s Road 
was flooded four times in five 
days and foul-smelling sew¬ 
age washed into homes and a 
corner shop. 

Anglian Water and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
blamed the flooding on a 
storm drain that collapsed 
because of heavy traffic 
passing overhead. 

Fats and grease have been 
building up in a manhole in 
St John’s Road and Anglian 
Water wants to install two 
new manholes. 

A spokesman for the comp¬ 
any said: “Two trial holes 
will be dug in West End and 
Fieldside to check the exact 
location of gas and telecoms 
services prior to Anglian 
Water installing two new 
manholes.

“If the trial holes find no 
services in the way the man¬ 
holes will be constructed 
there and then. If services 
need to be moved, the man¬ 
holes will be constructed at a 
future date, after liaison with 
other utility companies. 

“No road closures are nec¬ 
essary to complete this work, 
but to provide a safe environ¬ 
ment for workmen and road 
users, temporary traffic 
lights will be used.” 

Anglian Water says it 
spends more than £5 million 
a year dealing with fat pour¬ 
ed down plugholes and is 
campaigning for better disp¬ 
osal or recycling of fats, oils 
and greases. 

The first day of flooding in 
July last year saw a foot of 
water accumulate after a 30 
minute downpour. As it 
poured into homes residents 
were forced to blockade St 
John’s Road to prevent cars 
splashing in even more water. 

The flooding came just two 
weeks after Anglian Water 
had written to residents to 
tell them it had carried out 
work to tackle sewer flooding 
and that their homes were no 
longer at risk.

Drink-drive 
killer can 
continue to 
work as vet 


A VET who killed a 
man in a drink-drive 
crash has escaped a 
ban from resuming his 
career when he gets 
out of prison. 

Peter Hanlon, who work¬ 
ed as a vet at the Pet Doctors 
surgery in Soham, killed an 
elderly driver when he 
veered onto the wrong side 
of the road after downing 
three-quarters of a bottle of 
wine. 

The 38-year-old man had 
knocked back the booze 
before driving to pick up his 
partner and young son at 
Ely train station when the 
crash happened on the A142 
between Soham and Ely 

Hanlon, who was jailed 
for 30 months earlier this 
year after admitting causing 
death by careless driving, 
hit the vehicle of James and 
Ivy Barber, killing the 
husband and injuring the 
wife. 

He faced being struck off 
at a disciplinary hearing of 
the Royal College of Vet¬ 
erinary Surgeons last week, 
but the panel stopped short 
of banning him from the 
profession. 

Instead the panel post¬ 
poned its final ruling on the 
case for two years and 
ordered the vet to stay sober 
on his release from prison 
and agree to four monthly

check-ups with the doctors. 

The hearing heard evi¬ 
dence that Hanlon’s heavy 
drinking had caused 
concern before the accident, 
and he had been given a 
formal warning over the 
issue by his employers. 

At the time of the crash, 
his partner Jenny French 
had left him to decide 
whether to continue their 
relationship, and while she 
was away Hanlon, who had 
abstained from drinking for 
six months, fell off the 
wagon. 

He had drunk two bottles 
of wine on the night of 
February 20 last year and 
another three quarters of a 
bottle the following lunch¬ 
time but had not eaten for 
three days. He then set out 
for the station, when the 
crash happened. 

David Pittaway QC, the 
panel’s chairman, said: 
“The committee has con¬ 
cluded that by postponing 
judgment for two years 
subject to undertakings 
from Mr Hanlon it can 
properly maintain public 
confidence in the profession 
by taking measures to 
monitor his abstinence 
from alcohol and continued 
practice as a vet.” 


Bins choice an example of 
‘local democracy in action’ 


RESIDENTS are revelling in 
weekly bin collections, a 
council says. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council last month 
voted not to switch to fort¬ 
nightly collections and to 
ditch a trial scheme in 
Witchford. The decision 
goes against the trend set by 
neighbouring districts like 
South Cambridgeshire, 
which are making the 
change to boost recycling 
rates. 

Coun Bill Hunt, district 
councillor for Stretham and 


county councillor for Hadd- 
enham, said: “This is an 
excellent example of the 
council listening to the 
wishes of the electorate - it 
is local democracy in action. 

“Witchford was one of the 
villages in the two-weekly 
collection trial. They hated 
it. 

“Recycling may have app¬ 
eared to increase, but most¬ 
ly, I think, it was down to 
villagers taking stuff to the 
dump themselves.” 

Weekly collections are 


part of a new £2 million 
waste contract which will 
see the introduction of kerb- 
side plastic collections from 
next April, with black boxes 
and brown sack recycling 
every fortnight. 

The council says facilities 
at Donarbon in Waterbeach 
will reduce the volume of 
waste going to landfill. 

Coun Ian Allen, deputy 
leader of the Lib Dem 
group, queried whether that 
would be sufficient for the 
council to meet strict re¬ 
cycling targets.

Swim legend to launch race 


AN AMBITIOUS 
£118 million wish list 
has been drawn up 
by Cambridgeshire 
Horizons in a bid to 
get the Government 
to splash the cash in 
the region. 

The body wants to 
spend the money 
improving roads 
including temporary 
improvements to the A14, 
building a new Olympic 
gymnastics club and 
promoting greener travel. 
It also intends to pump 
millions into improving 
areas of market towns 
around Cambridge. 

Around £5 million could 
also be spent upgrading 
Cambridge Railway 
Station, while nearly £24 
million could be spent on 
the Northstowe develop¬ 
ment, including spending 
£5 million on a primary 
school for the town and 
£3 million on renewable 
energy for homes there. 

The organisation, which 
is overseeing the delivery 
of 47,500 homes in and 
around Cambridge, is

planning to apply to the 
Government for cash to 
finance its wish list. 

Market towns including 
Huntingdon, St Neots and 
Cambourne would also get 
a £19 million boost if the 
plan gets the go-ahead. 

John Onslow, director of 
development at Cambridg¬ 
eshire Horizons, said: “We 
are putting forward what 
we think is a realistic 
programme, and hopefully 
the Government will 
respond to that. 

“It won’t give us every¬ 
thing we ask for, but that’s 
the nature of the bus¬ 
iness.” 

Part of the bid is a 
£31 million rolling fund to 
help pay for the Adden- 
brooke’s access road, 
interim measures on the 
A14 related to Northstowe, 
and an access road in 
Northstowe. 

Mr Onslow said: “We 
are looking to respond 
very much to the eco- 
agenda and see if we can 


put in place innovative 
schemes which address 
the carbon agenda, in 
particular things like 
renewable energy, and 
also try to attract 
businesses to the area 
which have a sustainable 
side to them and create a 
hub of activity around 
Northstowe.” 

The sewage treatment 
works in Ely could also 
receive a £1.5 million to 
help with its relocation, 
and a churches commun¬ 
ity centre could be created 
in Cambourne. 

Cambridgeshire Hor¬ 
izons might not secure all 
the funding it needs but it 
has pledged to work with 
local authorities to help 
prioritise spending. 

The broad package of 
funding was rubber- 
stamped at the Cambridg¬ 
eshire Horizons’ board 
meeting on Monday. Some 
additional funding bids 
for Northstowe and the 
Cambridge fringe sites 
were also agreed. 

The overall bid will be 
submitted to the Govern¬ 
ment by the end of the 
month.

Giving up 
some of my time for an 
important charitable cause is 
important to me if it can make a 
difference.

to take an interest in fitness and 
health.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
I I available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 



WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

BMW’s new ‘crossover’ vehicle will 
be called X6 and will go into 
production at the company’s North 
American plant next year. 

The company first announced it 
would go ahead with a versatile 
sports activity vehicle (SAV) two 
years ago.

308 keeps up family pride

DESIGN studios and their 
customers often see things 
differently. 

An experienced colleague who 
was formerly technical editor of 
Autocar took one look at the new 
Peugeot 308 and concluded that 
with its narrow eyes it must be 
derived from a Mongolian drawing 
board. 

Peugeot’s designers observe “the 
particularly feline looking front 
headlamps follow the profile of the 
bonnet”. 

Others take the view that the 
gaping mouth of the new Peugeot 
has much to do with Jaws III. 

Whatever your reaction to it you 
will have to admit the new 308 is 
certainly futuristic and larger all 
round than its predecessor the 307. 
It comes in five trim levels, two 
body styles - three and five door - 
and is powered by six engine 
options.

some versions, while inside a 
great deal of work has gone into 
producing a quality feel around 
the dashboard allied to genuine 
increases in space available to the 
occupants. In addition to the 
rather bewildering range of trim 
levels there is an equally huge 
selection of what Peugeot calls “in 
car entertainment and multi- 
media capabilities.” These include 
a tilt screen colour satnav system 
by Carminat which betrays its 
European origins by not being 
able to offer post code entries for 
the UK. 

You can also play your i-Pod 
through the infotainment system 
and link your mobile phone via 
Bluetooth. 

Faced with a huge range of 
trims and engines I usually like to 
take out a typically popular model 
from the range and concentrate on 
that. In this case the 308 GT five 
door HDi 136 proved a perfect 
choice. The diesel is so smooth and 
quiet you have to get out and 
check badges to make certain 
there is not some sort of error. 
Peugeot has always been out¬ 
standingly good at handling and 
ride quality. The new 308 is 


pleasingly quiet and pleasant to 
use while the dashboard is 
sensibly laid out and easy to take 
in at a glance. However if you 
stood a couple of drinks in the 
central recesses provided you 
elbow them as you change gear. 

Particularly ingenious is the 
rear parcel shelf which is recessed 
and carries its own lid. It can be 
reached both from inside and 
outside the car and can also be 
stored easily when the rear seats 
are folded. These either go flat or 
can be placed behind the backs of 
the front seats. The seat cushions 
can also be removed if needed. 


I gather the Sport trim level is 
likely to be the most popular. This 
sits in the middle of the price 
range at about £16,000. The 308 GT 
HDi 136 tested with various extras 
costs £22,645 which makes it 
relatively expensive. Prices start 
at £11,995 but you only get a 
1.4-litre petrol engine and a basic 
specification. 

BASICALLY... 

A definite step forward on the 307, 
but bearing in mind the tough 
opposition in this bracket it is 
easy to end up with a rather pricey 
car for the kit.

‘Get eye tests 
for all drivers’ 


ROAD safety champion 
GEM Motoring Assist, 
formerly the Guild of 
Experienced Motorists, 
says that many people 
are driving with 
impaired visions 
because their eyesight 
has degraded over 
years behind the wheel. 

It claims that even the 
crude test of reading a car’s 
number plate at 20.5 metres 
at the start of the driving 
exam is inadequate. 

GEM says the driving test 
vision assessment only 
involves the very small part 
in the middle of the retina 
that is seeing the fine detail 
and is not concerned with 
peripheral vision that allows 
a driver to see a car 
overtaking or approaching 
from one side. 

“Being able to read a 
number plate at about the 
length of a cricket wicket is 
just not an adequate 
assessment,” said David 
Williams, Chief Executive of 
GEM. “The test is not 
conducted with any degree of 
sophistication or the use of 
accurate measuring devices. 
Why should people not have 
to produce evidence that 
their sight has been properly 


tested by an optician before 
they are granted a licence to 
drive? In many cases the 
employer will meet the cost 
of such a test.” 

Expert optometrist Peter 
Charlesworth agrees but he 
is also concerned about the 
significance of ageing or 
illness and their effect on 
eyesight. As an example he 
says if someone has a stroke 
that affects vision it causes 
everything on one side of the 
visual field to go out of sight. 

“A simple test is to waggle 
your hands at your ears and 
if you see them with your 
peripheral vision then every¬ 
thing is fine,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, if you only see one hand 
it means you have a very 
large blind spot on one side.” 

He says that apart from 
strokes, some diseases of the 
eye such as glaucoma that 
creeps up over months and 
years will eat away at 
peripheral vision if left 
untreated. 

David Williams argues that 
mature and experienced 
motorists should have their 
eyes tested at least once 
every two years.

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Wraps are off as Maserati unveils the Quattroporte Sport GT S

SUV market 
is getting a 
lot busier! 


EUROTAXGLASS’S 
has been taking a look 
at the new entrants to 
the sports utility 
vehicle (SUV) market, 
the Citroen C-Crosser 
and Peugeot 4007, and 
assessing their future 
used prospects. 

Jason King, forecasting 
editor at EurotaxGlass’s, 
says: “September sees 
Citroen and Peugeot make 
their debuts in the SUV 
sector, with the C-Crosser 
and 4007 respectively, the 
results of the platform¬ 
sharing joint venture with 
Mitsubishi. 

“The similarity of the 
three cars - C-Crosser, 4007 
and Mitsubishi Outlander - 
does prompt questions about 
badge engineering defining 
vehicles purely by brand,” 
comments King. “In this 
case, the Mitsubishi would 
surely be top of buyers’ 
lists, thanks to the brand’s 
proven 4x4 heritage and 
experience.” 

EurotaxGlass’s predicts 
that all three models will 
fare similarly well on the 
used market. After three 


years and 60,000 miles, the 
Outlander 2.0 D Warrior, C- 
Crosser 2.2 HDi VTR+, and 
4007 2.2 HDi SE are all 
expected to retain 43 per 
cent of their value from 
new. 

The availability of used 
examples will partly 
determine residual values. 

“It remains to be seen 
whether customers will 
flock to Peugeot - and 
especially Citroen - dealers 
to part with £22,000 for a 
new SUV. Neither 
manufacturer’s dealer 
network is particularly well 
versed with retailing in this 
area of the market,” adds 
King. 

The C-Crosser and 4007 do 
carry one advantage over 
the Outlander, however. 
Both PSA models will be 
launched with a 170PS 2.2- 
litre diesel engine, which is 
much better suited to the 
type of vehicle than the 
140PS diesel unit found in 
the Outlander. 

The Mitsubishi will not 
receive the same powertrain 
for a couple of months, says 
King, which may help boost 
sales of the French cars at 
least in the short term.

Speaking 
en route back to the UK on 
Sunday Legault said: “I was 
coming off gate four in my 
first ride and was knocked 
cleanly off by Kasprzak. I 
struggled on with the pain in 
my remaining four rides and 
was on the pace, but I was 
not confident and lost a lot of 


confidence as I struggled to 
keep hold of the bike. 

“It looks like I’ve broken my 
wrist but we’ll know for sure 
when I get back to the UK 
and have an X-ray. I’m not 
sure if when I will be fit, but I 
hope to be back for the 
Premier League Riders’ 
Championship on 
September 30.” 

Mildenhall supporters will be 
anxiously awaiting the fitness 
result of the Canadian rider, 
who has held their season 
together and without him it 
could come to a grinding halt 
in just a couple of weeks.
